Congresaman Emilie Q. Daddario'sa (>.. Conn.) interest in the Downey case. 
Macomber advised that Daddario wishes te take seme kind of action and 
mentioned as a possibility a letter to the Chinese Communist government 
which Daddario would be happy to have gone over by the Departroent of State. 
Macomber stated he belleved Daddario would not necessarily insist on seeing 
the DCI but that it should be at an appropriately high ievel. Macomber 
requested that he be kept advised of any action.
